Styles in’ Britain and 
America. 


‘THE DIFFERENCE, 


William) Randolph Hearat, the 
famous newspaper inagnate who haa 
beun deported from France, is 9 
typical American journalist in- the 
sens. that he represents the New 
World's ideas reyurding the proper 
preayntation of news. . 

If the average person were asked 
to deacriva the fundamental differ- 
ences between British and American 
journalism, he would’ say that the 
Anieriean puts the wHole of his 
story uit the imtvoductory para: 
graph in the'headings, whereas the 
British newspaperman . adopts the 
stodgy head and lets the reader 
wade through a mass of type before 
he arrives at the kernel. 

Now, neither of these deszriptions 
iy entirely correct, a3 may be seen 
from ‘n perusal of typleal American 
and British) journals. Regarding 
the former, 4s careful study of the 
headlines shows that there is some- 
thing else besides summarizing 
which the news editor aims nt. 
Owlng to the peculiar standardised 
type of heads, whieh demand that 
each dine shall be as riearly of equal 
length as possible, it is necessary to 
add unnecessary words or else deleta 
important ones. . 

Typlenl Hendliites. 

The following is an actual head- 
Hine which appeared in the Philadel- 
phia Sunday Evening Times during 
the war:

Lord Northeliffo 
was largely responsible for altering 
that, however, for he exercised a 
peculiar genlus in the matter of 
utilising the best outside fdeas, and 
making them conform to his own 
particular standard, In consequence, 
he largely adopted the system of 
summarising the nows in the head- 
ings, but giving the latter an 
architectural rather than a lobsided 
display. .

The chief news 
in his papers, therefore, is fentured 
on the front page, and it takes tho 
place of the British placard. The 
magazine editor alao likes to display 
his chief articles and illustrations In 
the first few: pages of his journal, 
so that a reader, when making up 
his mind whether or not to buy [t, 
will be able, on turning over the first 
dozen or so paxes, to know what the 
magazine contains. Thfs means, of 
course, that virtually every article 
must be continued over to subse- 
quent pages. It is the accldent of 
circumstances, therefore, that bene- 
fits the advertiser, whose display has 
a place alongside reading matter. 
The system with most British maga- 
zines is to put all the advertisements 
in the front or the back of the jour- 
nal, and the reading matter in-the 
middle pages, 

The American system of news 
gathering is as different from that 
of the British as is the meaning of 
the word “journalist,” for in Britain 
he is a writer engaged on a news- 
paper, while in America he is a 
proprictor or magnate. 


BRITISH MUSIC. 


Elgar’s “ Gerontius” to 
Be Given in Hungary. 


A performance of Sir Edward 
Elgar's oratorio “The Dream of 
Gerontius” is to be given im Hun- 
garian in Budapest, nnd the event 
will be an important one for tho 
propagation of English music of 
the Continent. 

Viscount Rothermore has agreed 
to uceept the presidency of the 
honorary committee which js or- 
xanising the concert, 

The performance will be given 
towards the end of the’ winter sea- 
son by the Budapest Palestrina 
Choir—the premier choral socicty 
of Hunyury—and the. Budapest 
Philharmonic Orchestra,’ conducted 
by Mr. Pau! Kerby, whose name 
has for some years come into pro- 
minence for hia work on behalf of 
British music in Austria and Ger- 
many. : 

Mr. Kerby was born in South 
Africa 31 years ago. He studied 
at the Royal Academy of Music in 
London from 1916 to 1922, and was 
the holder of the Carl Rosa scholar- 
ship there, As a composer he has 
written numerous orchestral works, 
including an “overture to “As You 
Like It," which he has conducted 
both in-England and in South 
Africa, . . 

Mr. Kerby has made Vienna his 
headquarters, and his engagements 
there next winter as conductor oro 
numerous and important. 

He estcems Elgar above all other 
contemporary English composers, 
and has conducted tho “Enigma” 
variations some half-dozen times 


abroad, . 

A Hungarian translation of 
Newman's poem of “Gerontius” 
already exists, but Elgar's great

With the thousands of volumes 
that huve been written about the 
Rhine and the Black Forest it js 
scarcely congelvabYo that anything 
maw could be safd about thr river 
of romance and the legend-haunt- 
ed forest. Mr. Untermeyer, how- 
ever, has achieved what seemed 
impossible, He has given us a 
book which not only fulfils Its 
elaim to be “a companionablo 
travel book,” buf is brimful of 
agreenble and nove! comments on 
well-worn themes, 

Mo has much [n eommon with 
Mr. Douglas Goldring in his treat- 
mont of the subject of travel, Ho 
abandons Bacdeker and wanders In 
hia own way by unfrequented 
routes, and thus finds pastutea de- 
lghtfully new. In taking us from 
Cologne up ‘the storeyed Rhine and 
into the Black Forest, he never 
allows us to become conscious of a 
guide-book atmosphere, notwith- 
standing the fact that there is a 
imino of practical information to 
[bo detlved from: the itinerary, Mr. 
Untermeyer invests every page 
with poctic imagination and 
scholarly rescarch,. 

Moreover, a rich vein of humour, 
more pungent even than Mark 
Twain's drollery in “A Tramp 
Abroad,” brightens the descriptive 
passages. Although an American, 
he docs not rush one through 
places with that scheduled time- 
table speed associated with his 
countrymen, He gives one plenty 
of time to sample the perfect 
wines of what is the wine country 
par excellence, to drink ‘deep 
draughts of its invigorating beers, 
and to taste the incomparabla 
Waffeln—waflles upon which the 
powdered sugar lies Ike rhyme 
upon a poem; waflles compounded 
of hope, faith, and midsummer 
moontight.”. We can Imagine tha 
journey being undertaken for tho 
sake of those waffles alone. Tho 
appendices contain a condensed 
glossary of necded German worda 
and a fine anthology of peasant 
poetry,

FTER the brief space of ten months the Government intends to 
rescind the appointment of the Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services as a member of the Sanitary Board and. to re-appoint the 
Medical Officer of Health. It is easy to read into this decision any- 
thing that the imagination may conjure up. 

It may be recalled that when the Director was first appointed 
Inst November the official references to the reorganisation of the 
medical and sanitary services made the unofficial members suspect 
the Government's motives—so much, indeed, that the Chairman of 
the Board had to point out most emphatically that “the Government 
was not playing a trick on the Board,” whilst at a later meeting he 
stated that the Medical Officer of Health would still bo a member 
of various select Committees. 

Replying, then, to a request by the Board for fuller information 
the Government contented itself with saying that “when the Director 
of Medical and Sanitary Services has replaced the Medical Officer 
of Health os member of the Sanitary Board, the Government will 
await such recommendations for improvement in the public health 
administration os his experienca of the working of the Sanitary 
Department may prompt him to make.” Dr. Koch got o good 
shot home, however, when he remarked that It was a pity that the re- 
organisation of the Sanitary Board.appeared to have been held back 
by some differences between the two Departments, and now, that 
dhe Government had taken a step forward in proposing the appoint- 
ment of the D.M.S.S., it should take courage in both hands and 
make him head of the Sanitary Board. This was combated by Mr. 
Wong Kwong-tin, ho made a plea for the retention of a Cadet 
ox President as by virtue of his training he would possess a work- 
ing knowledge of Chinese customs and practices and be more ready 
to listen with sympathy to the Chinese point of view. Which, of 
course, was quite beside the mark, looking to the experience of Dr. 
Wellington amongst Chinese for a quarter of a century—experience 
that could not possibly be gained hy a younger Cadet who may be 
here to-day and gone (to another Department) to-morrow. That by 
the way! : 

The latest development points to the fact that the Gavernment 
considers that ten montha iy a long enough time for the D.M.3.8. to 
become acquainted with the work of the Board and to place him in a 
position to make the recommendations for. reorganisation mentioned 
Inst November. Patience must evidently be the watchword. In spite 
of special pleading any reorganisation must still involvo the D.M.S.8, 
being the ideal head of the Sanitary Board with a Cadob sti un 
ployed ag Secretary. Otherwise, how can the medical and sanitary 
services be properly co-ordinated? 


But—once tho D.M.3.8, is fn’ a position to make recommenda. 
tions in the direction of, reform, can the Government give us an 
assurance that these will be permitted discussion in the full light of 
day and not behind closed doors? Can ft give us an ossurance that 
this time a trick ia not really intended to bo played on the Sanitary ' 
Board and that the ideals pervading the higher official mind ten 
brief moriths ago have not been deposed In favour of something moro! 
nebulous and more conservative? As was polnted out ten montha! 
ago by tho Hon. Mr, Braga the Board has not oven the power to

There is ono reason, above all 
othors, why many people fall to take 
n sorlous interest in the study of 
plant and animal Ilfe, who would 
otherwlsa bo just as keen 
on Nature as they are on motor- 
cars and wireless, [t 13 this 
erag oof =the = Latin names 
that ‘proves tho pons assinorum and 
yot these Latin namen are essentlal 
for without them og. a Japanese 
Botanlat would not be able to undor- 
stand the writings uf a German, 
Somo of the names sre not go ter- 
rible after oll; daklia, chrysun- 
thenwn, and asales are not 
anathema because they are familar, 
and to call a vose, rova, surely 
should not prove a strain to any- 
one's Intelligence. For common 
flowers snd animals there is much 
to bo said for simple and boautifal 
names aa dalsy, sw2et-pea, and. 
snapdragon. In tits Calony. the 
problem is complicated in that the 
common flowers ‘of the English 
country aide are absent 4nd most of 
the local flowers hava never been 
givon simple names. Many plants, 
of course, possess Chinese names 
but gonerally these are long and 
complicated and a literal translation 
is inappropriate and uawieldly. The 
Chinese naine for the Banhinca tree 
jg pang yow ylp achue which’ meang 
“frlondly-lenf-tree.” ile who has 
seon tho deeply bifid Isat folded in 
the young state can well understand 
the origin of the local name. No 
Englishman would refer to a 
Bauhinea os oa “frlondly-teaf-tree!’

CIGARS BY THE - 
MILLION. 


Havana to Houndsditch 


During the past week the Cigar 
Show Floor in the’ Cutler Strect 
Warehouses of the PLA, in 
Jfoundsditch has | had unusually 
large arrivals of cigara: it was 
carpeted with the choleest treasures 
of Havana, writes an Observer oor- 
respondent. The clgars coming. to 
this, one of the richest bonded wares 
houses in London, actually belong to 
the importers, and the PLA, ex- 
perts, working all the time side by 
alde with H.M. Customs’ officials, 
examine, weigh, aample, and furnish 
Teports to the merchant, 

The Show Floor is the higheat 
storoy of a warchouse which ts 
given up to cigars, a temple of the 
great god Nicotine, Top-lighting ia 
necessary, because colour is one of 
the factora which count, On the 
floor are acores and scores of cases, 
open or to be opened, Buxes of 
elgars ofall aizes are Piled beside 
them. Tho samplera move along 
narrow paths between tho ranka. 
They remove tho boxes and take 
thom to the “sampling becth’’ cloao 
by, whero iwelght and other dotalls 
are recorded. and duly checked by 
the Customs officer, Only after the 
samples have undergone a double 
vetting and labelling are thoy allow-' 
ed to be forwarded to the. mor- 
chant, 

Leading off the show floor Is 
another rather smaller, hare, white- 
washod chambor, the "Duty Room.” 
Along ona aside of this atanda an 
Imposing row of eight mighty beam 
ecales suspended from an iron 
girdor.

Each ie covered with a number 
of little knobs which aro batteries

This beautiful thing fs not a 
single organism but a colony of 
Individuals connected together, somo 
scores of individuals compdsing a 
colony. Some of the individuals,’ 


the outermost, are spectulised for .- 


catching and killing the food on 
which the colony feeds. Others are 
| specialised for swimming, others for 
the reproduction of the species and 
| others do the feeding! Porpite 1s 
very closely related to Velella but 
each colony of Velella possesses a 
little sail. The Portuguese Man-of- 
War, Physalta, {a in tho same group 
ef colonial jellyfish (Siphonophores) 
but Physadia has very poworful 
-stInging batteries whifch when dis- 
charged into man produce “a mad- 
dening pain which lasts for several 
hours.” Fortunately tho atinging 
cells of Parpita cannot penetrate the 
human skin—I write subject to, 
correction, There may bo an Eng- 
lish name for Porpita but I do not 
know it; these colonies are each ko 
& small disk-lika sec-anemone 
awimming im the sea with tentacles 
hanging downwarda as in tho larger 
Jelly-fish. Dr. Allen of Plymouth 
writing of this group of animals the 
Siphonophores says:—"Thia group ° 
contains some of the most beautiful, 
the most deileate, nnd tho most 
fascinating animals that.lfve in tho 
ceca, They aro typically oceante 
and Keep afloat by the means of afr- 
sacs or oll-globules. Nearly all 
swim, often atu good pace, by 
means of special organs called 
‘ewirming-hells,?

vantage of being exactly halfway 
between Cape Town and Cairo. 

Three miles from) Arusha I 
rounded a corner and aaw Kibo, 
the highest ponk of the Kiliman- 
jaro range and of all African. The 
firat glance was disappointing. 
The summit (19,710 ft.) ia round 
and the slope a gentle one 
Snow only appears at 14,000 feet. 
But by the thme I reached Moshi 
the mountain was Hterally tower- 
Ing above the countryside. 

Every year half o dozen people 
make the ascent.’ It Ja an ensy 
task, provided one’s blood pres- 
sure is not a high one. Camping 
gear can be hired ‘locally: the ex- 


| pedition takes about eix days, and 


is not onerous, - 

Whon I left Moshi it started ta 
rain, and I had to drive most of 
the way to Longido, on the Kenya 
border, in the high grass, as the 
track itself was much too slip- 
pery, I forded a stream, the 
orldge having collapsed, and 
was glad that my magneto wns 
high up. While crossing a vast 
plnin T came upon the body of a 
vebra, shot recently and alrendy 
surrounded by no fewer than 150 
vultures. 

At Longido an emaciated Indian 
official asked me to step inte his 
Hitle office, I spotted some books 
which did not look like Customs 
regulations; Max Nordau, in Ger- 
wan; Cardinal Mereler, in French; 
and other works which showed 
Wat their owner was a cultured 
man. He certainly deserved 2 
leltar fate than collecting Cus- 
toms dues from the few travellers 
crossing the Kenya - Tanganyika 
berder, Early the next day I left 
for .Nairobl (186 miles), and 
crossed the game reserve which 
is the chief attraction of Enst 
African, For 80 miles I went 
through elephant country.

In 
tropical Africa, the booming of 
the drum is inseparable from the 
other noises of the night. Even- 
tually I ceased to tnke notice and 
{n me srew an obscure notion 
that this dull. staccato isited 
from the {nnccessible heart ef 
Africa Itself. ‘ 

Signalling with the drums is 
not done by menna of a pre- 
arranged code Hike Morse, but by 
drumming the actual words. — It 
ia -drum-talking in the Hteral 
sonse. 

The Bagandas or natives , of 
Uganda are an intelligent race, 
more spiritually fnelincd than the 
natives of Kenya. They have a 
number ‘of beautiful sayings as, 
“The soul has no white hair," 
and “The land [a required by 
means of tombs,” meaning by this 
that the sofl belongs tothe des- 
cendants of those buried in it. 

While driving towards Lake 
Albert, I had an exelting encount- 
or with a mamba.

The wind was blow- 
ing in my face, but it was like the 
seorehing blast of a furnace. To 
muke things worse, the bush was 
burning In several places. At 
every, native village Fo awvould stop, 
eall for “ngu’ (water) and bathe 
my head and arms, In one village 
I saw a tribe of ylant natives—the 
Nama people—very fastidious 
aboutsthelr appearance and smil- 
ingly unwilling to do anything for 
u white min. One of them—a real 
African Beau Brammel—had — hla 
hair trimmed in the shape of ‘ao 
fowl’s crest, and a couple of bone 
hairpins were stuck in it He 
walked slowly, carrying a small 
round mirror in his hand, 

The last 60 miles to Fort Ar- 
chaumbault were very sandy, Tho 
first white man I met was a young 
American wanderer. He invited 
me Into his tent for a drink, and 
told me that he had just completed 
n camel journey through the 
Sahara.

wanderings in the. desert he had

“WHOSE CARGO? 


Another Mystery 
Unsolved. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE. 


Before Commander G, Fy’ Hole, 
at the Marine Court yesterday 
morning, Capt. M, Costello, of the 
ag, Kwai Sang, was summoned 
for unlawfully allowing his ship 
to work cargo on Sunday, Septen- 
ber 14, the actual time stated 
being 12,50.p.m. : 

The alleged offence occurred at 
Jardine’s Whiurf-at West Point, 
and L/Sergeant Morris, together 
with his coxswain, gave evidence 
us to seeing packagles unloaded 
over a gangway Which they said 
was forward of the ship, They 
added that a lorry was waiting 
outside, and that baggage was 
loaded on it. 

Sergeant Morriy stuted that he 
boarded the ship, and saw the 
Chief Officer, who said that he 
had no knowledge of the unload- 
ing. The Sergeant then went 
down to the compradore’s ‘quar- 
ters, but found that he was ab- 


sent, 
Captain in the Box. 
Captain Costello, in evidence, 
stated that the ship arrived in 
Hong Kong at 7 am. on Sunday. 
He had instructions from hig 


_ owners that no cargo should be 


discharged on t Sunday. They 
had 190 head of livestock aboard, 
which was taken off the ship, No 
further cargo was discharged, and 
the hatches were kept battened 
down, and ‘the derricks were 
flowered throughout the day. 
There were nine deck passengers 
aboard who possibly discharged 
their baggage as opportunity 
offered, the day being very rainy. 
The cargo aboard the ship, under 
- hatches, was discharged on Mon- 
day. 

Questioned by Inspector Munro, 
the captain said he was not aboard 
the ship himself at the time. He 
was quite positive there was no 
deck cargo, and if the compra- 
dore had any cargo of his own, it 
would be down below, under 
hatches, Aug to the actual cargo 
there, he could not answer, this 
being the duty of the Chief Officer 
and the compradore. 

Chief Officer’s Evidence. 


The Chief Officer of the ship, 
called for the defence, said that 
the bont arrived at West Point 
wharf at 7 a.m. on the day in 
question. They discharged 190 
head of livestock, and also 220 
bags of mail, Nothing further 
was unloaded. He did not recol- 
lect seeing a Police officer aboard 
the ship, although the officer 
might have been aboard without 
his knowing it. The only gang. 
way on ‘the ship was on the aft 
side, abaft the bridge. 

Answering His Worship, wit- 
ness said that it would be quite 
ensy for the compradore to 
secrete cargo on deck without his 
(witness's) —Iknowledyre. There 
were nine deck passengers on the 
ship, who had packuges-of various 
sizes. He did nut see why they 
should not hire a motor lorry or 
any other vehicle to take it off. 


Lack of Evidence. 

At this stage, His Worship in- 
timated that he did not wish to 
proceed any further with the 
ease, “I find that the Police have 
every reason to bring the prosecu- 
tion,” he snid, “and it would ap- 
pear to me that the compradore 
has been carrying cargo unknown 
to the ship’s officers. But I re- 
quire more avidence before I can 
register a conviction. As there 
scems to be some doubt, I cannot 
do otherwise than register a ver- 
dict of “Not Gullty.” 

His Worship, continuing, sald, 
“If tho prosecution could have 
given me further evidence aa te 
where tho lorry came from, aiid 
who ordered it, I might have 
been able to convict. This very 
important point lus not come inta 
the evidence. I find dofendant 
not gulity, and the case in dis- 
charged.” 

A party of twenty men visited 
the residenco of Mr, John Quinlan, 
of Ballywire, County ‘Tipperary, 
and compelled him, hin wife and 
family, to lenve the mansion 
which he had recently purchnacd. 


‘GIRL ASSAULTED. 


-Chinese Youth to Receive 
the Birch. 


IF MEDICALLY FIT, ¢ 


A’ Chinese youth of 16 waa 
yesterday churgett before Mr.| 
T. S. Whyte-Smith 
assaulted a girl named Lei Yee, 
aged 6. Detective-Inspector C. P, 
Fallon prosecuted, and the ac- 
cused pleaded not guilty. 

Detective-Sergeant D. Fitchea 
suid that on September 13, at 
10.20 am. the little girl was 
brought to the Yaumati Detective. 
Omice by her father and mother. 
She was naked and was badly 
scalded about the back and legs, 
Together with the girl and her 
parents Sergeant Fiteches went to 
276, Shanghai Street, ground 
floor, where he arrested the boy. 
He saw a pot of boiling water and 
a brass Indle near the kitchen 
window. 

An eye-witness, named Tsini 
Ngan Chung, employed as mui- 
tani to the fnjured girl, told the 
Court that the trouble occur- 
reds in-a back lane. The boy 
ohjected to the little girl being 
squatted outside the kitchen win- 
dow,. so he scooped some hot 
water with a brass’ ladle out of a 
pot,-and threw it over her. The 
latter was in great pain and the 
mother feared that her daughter 
would die. 

The accused -still denied, and 
when asked if he had any wit. 
nesses he replied in the negative. 

Mr. Whyte-Smith gaid that he 
would ‘convict. ‘He had no reason 
to disbelieve the mui-tsai’s sory. 
His Worship pointed out that it 
was generally known that a child's
